The  marked  increase  in  attendance  at 
this  early  hear,  accompanied  with  a  hum¬ 
ble  and  earnest  spirit  of  prayer,  is  most 
cheering.  Side  by  aide  with  the  venera¬ 
ble  pilgrim  tits  the  little  child,  while  the 
trembliDg  tones  of  the  former  in  glorious 
old  “Coronation,"  contrast  sweetly  with 
the  refrain  of  the  sweet  voice  of  the  Sun¬ 
day  School  scholar  in  “Jesus  loves  even 
me."  It  is  felt  by  all  to  be  a  privilege 
to  be  there,  and  we  very  much  doubt  if 
the  ball  wonld  accommodate  nil,  if  those 
who  are  detained  by  domestic  duties  or 
obliged  to  go  on  other  and  earlier  trains 
were  enabled  to  meet  with  ns. 

Two  unmistakable  {indications  of  the 
presence  of  the  Holy  Spirit  among  us 
have  been  noticeable  from  tho  com 
mencement.
